He cared not where they were establish- 
ed so long us they did not become a pub- 
lic charge, and did not destroy the in- 
dependent character of the high schools 
and make them simply nurseries for Mc- 
Gill.

Mr. J; H. Hawthornlhwaite confirm- 
ed the view of his colleague and thought 
the only object of t ho member for Yale 
in putting these amendments on the pa- 
per was to advertise himself and he 
might easily have found a better 
method.

Among the motions of which notice 
was given, tne following Will be moved 
from the government benches: "The 
House of Commons, recognizing the 
general decision of the people of the' 
United Kingdom in demonstrating un- 
qualified lideltty to the principles of 
lice trade, deems It right to record Its 
determination to resist any proposals, 
whether for the tuxution of foreign 
corn or by the erection of a general 
tariff on foreign goods which will 
create a system of protection." This 
resolution will bo moved after tiie 
adoption of the address. It is under- 
stood that the Duke of Devonshire will 
move a similar resolution In the House 
of Lords. 

Irish Unionists will move an amend- 
ment to the address, condemning the 
proposed changes in the government of 
Ireland as tending in the direction of 
home rule. This is Intended to draw 
from the government a declaration of 
Its policy with regard to Ireland. 
France Makes Overtures to Germany 

The correspondent at Copenhagen of 
the Daily Mail, learns that Huron De- 
Courcel, who represented the French 
government at the funeral of King 
Christian, tried to obtain all understand- 
ing with Germany on the Moroccan 
question by using French financial iu- 
□uence, lie offered on behalf of the 
French government the correspondent 
asserts, to open the Paris bourse to deal- 
ings in German industrial shares, tints 
reversing the recent refusal of France 
to accede to the request of the great 
German electrical companies to get 
their shares quoted in Paris. Baron : 
DeCourcel, the despatch continues, of- 
fered to permit dealings- in these and 
other German industrials, providing 
Germany would agree to give Franco a 
free hand in Morocco. It is stated that 
Emperor William at first was taken 
aback, but later seemed inclined to con- 
sider the offer. 

Trade Disputes and Combinations 

A bluebook was issued today giving 
the report of the royal commission on 
trade disputes and combinations. The 
commission recommends the passage of 
an act declaring unions to be legal 
associations and strikes legal unless 
accompanied by violence or breach of 
contract; and also declares that per- 
suasion to strike, apart from procuring 
a breach of contract, is not Illegal. 
The Price of Empire 

An unconfirmed despatch has reached 
the government reporting that live 
British oflicers and a company of na- 
tive troops have been killed by fanatics 
near Sokoto, in northern Nigeria. A 
despatch from Lagos, Africa, reports 
that a punitive, expedition has been 
sent out. 

Nelson's Plan of Battle 

The Daily Telegraph today makes 
the interesting announcement of the 
discovery of the original draft in Lord 
Nelson's handwriting of his historic 
"general memorandum" to his captains 
at Trafalgar.

Caucasian Garrison Joins Revolution- 
ists and Defies Punishment. 

IOkaf erinodar, Caucasia, Feb. 20.— As 
this despatch is filed an engagement, is 
in progress at the village of Geaginska- 

ia. lo miles from Ustlnbinsk between 
six hundred mutineers; Kuban Cossacks 
and th.' punitive expedition with live 
machine guns which left hero last week 
to crush the insurgents. 

The Cossacks comprised the garrison 
of Ekatorinodar, who during (lie upris- 
ing of November, joined the revolution- 
ist's. When order was restored the Cos- 
sacks retired to their native villages in.

The second session of the convention 
of provincial school trustees was hold 
in the assembly room of the Victoria 
High school yesterday forenoon. Many 
important matters regarding the 
schools of the province were discussed, 
among theni being a debate On the es- 
tablishment of a British Columbia uni- 
versity. The question was introduced 
toy Trustee Miss Cameron, who led the 
forces opposed to the establishment of 
t lie Mctiill university as the university 
of British Columbia, while those in 
favor of the present intention of estab- 
lishing a branch of the McGill univer- 
sity in Vancouver were led by Trustee 
JAiitfUson of Vancouver. 

The Morning Session 

Tlie first business before the morning 
session was a resolution introduced by 
Trustee Hall, which was: 

'•Whereas, physical henlth, including 
normal function of eye, car and brain, 
pre-renuisite to the pupil taking the 
fullest advantages of the facilities pro- 
vided hy the pub*- school, and that a 
large percentage of children of school 
age labor under such physical disabili- 
ties, and further, that children- with 
communicable diseases frequently 
gain access to our public schools, to the 
great detriment of other pupils; be it 

"Itesolyed; that in addition to the 
careful medical supervision of attending 
pupils, all pypils applying for admission 
to the public school should be examined 
by the inedicai health officer." 

A motion by Trustee Miss Cameron, 
seconded by Trustee Peck, as follows, 
|Wtta carried: 

"That this association ask the govern- 
ment lor legislation to secure a inedicai 
inspection of all school cheldren before 
admission to the school and periodically 
after that time, and for the periodical 
inspection and fumigation of school 
Ifcuildmgs." 

Discussing the time and duration of 
school hours and summer vacation, the 
following resolution was moved by Trus- 
tee Lloyd and seconded by Trustee Dr 
Arthur: 

. '•That in the opinion of this conven- 
tion school should be commenced at !l a. 
m. throughout the school year and that 
the summer holidays shall not be more 
than eight nor less than six weeks, 
■which shall be at the discretion of the 
school board." 

University of British Columbia 
i The motion was carried. 

The establishment of a British Col- 
umbia university was the next subject 
for discussion. 

In opening the discussion .Miss Cam- 
eron moved the following resolution: 

"Resolved, that the time for the 
founding of a provincial university is 
now." 

Slio intended to refer to the subject 
in a broad way, and it was her desire 
to draw attention to (he experience of 
the province of Manitoba with respect 
to the establishment of a provincial uni- 
versity. Tlie Manitoban college had 
been founded in JS7S. It started with 
twenty pupils una very little money. But 
the government had set aside a' haul 
grant of 20,000 acres by way of an en- 
dowment — a property that was now 
Worth between $3,000,000 and $4,000,- 
000. It now had five chairs and was in 
n flourishing condition. This she cited 
as an evidence of the necessity of form- 
ing a nucleus in tne starting of any big 
undertaking. In any movements, no 
znatter how small or great, the first i 
step was the most important. 

Affiliation With McGill 

Superintendent Argul of Vancouver 
then took ut) the discussion in favor of 
affiliation with McG.il). Following him 
Mr. Ferguson also spoke in favor of | 
Mctiill and said he thought thul n Brit- 
ish Columbia university was an impos- 
sibility at the present time. 

He was, however, in favor of urging 
the government to form the nucleus of 
an endowment fund. He introduced the 
following amendment to the resolution, 
.■which was seconded by Mr. Creighton: 

"Resolved, that in the opinion ol 
convention of school trustees of 
Province of British Columbia that 
legislature should immcdiatly take 
consideration the establishment of a uni- 
versity for British Columbia. which 
should be distinctly a provincial institu- 
tion, adapted to tlie special needs of the 
province, and that legislation proposed 
to afford the youths of the province the 
benefits of a university course atliliated 
with McGill university is timely and 
has the commendation of this conven- 
tion." 

Trustee Dr. Arthur was in favor of 
the original motion. He could nol un- 
derstand why, if the bill before the 
house w.'is a goorl one, it was being 
rushed 

Through in Such a Hurry

Trustee Huggett was of the opinion 
that it was- time to make a commence- 
ment towards getting a British Colum- 
bia university.

Dr. Torry Addresses Convention 

Dr. Torry of Mctiill university was 
then asked to address the meeting. In I 
doing so he stated that he was the ed- I 
ucational agent for McGill and he hud 
been sent out to look over the province 
with a view to establishing u college. 
Continuing, he stated that McGill had 
never made a move in a spirit of rivalry 
to any other institution, and had nev- 
er asked any college or school to affili- 
ate with McGill. The requests hud nil 
come from the other party, and all that 
JicGlll wanted was to be shown the stuff 
and the efficiency of the school before 
granting affiliation. Dr. Torry then 
made tiie announcement that the univer- 
sity bill had just passed its third 
reading, which was received with ap- 
plause from the Trustees from Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster. 

Continuing, Dr. Torry wished to deny 
tho statement that the question had beeii 
taken up in the interest of Vancouver 
against. Victoria. When be submitted 
the basis of the bill it did not contain 
tlie name of any place, but was left to 
the government to decide on. If the 
government decided to establish a pro- 
vincial university Mctiill would not 
think of opposing. But if in after years 
the government desired to take it over 
McGill would be willing to act hand in 
hand with them. Figuring up 

The Possibilities of a University 
for British Co.'umbia, he stated that nt 
present there were between ."50 and 75 
pupils, and to start the university it 
wojjld cost about $500,000, and about 
.>-u,000 a year afterwards. 

Trustee Hall wished to know what 
the attitude of McGill would be if the 
government decided to establish a uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Torry said that McGill was ready 
to retire if the government wished to 
take it over, lint if after Mctiill hud es- 
tablished it and had it running they 
would expect to be recompensed; 

A vote of (hanks was passed to Dr. 
Torry for his address. 

Trustee Ferguson moved, seconded 
by trustee Huggett, "that in the opinion 
of this convention the legislation propos- 
ing to establish a royal institution of 
learning in this province is rilling a 
much needed want for the youths of 
British Columbia seking higher educa- 
tion, pending the establishment of a 
provincial university." 

The motion was carried. 

The question of the supply of text 
books was introduced by Trustee Car- 
roll, who moved the following resolution: 

"That this convention is in favor of 
the provincial government undertaking 
the furnishing of text books to the 
boards of trustees nt the very lowest 
possible margin of profit." 

The motion was seconded by Trustee 
Phmta and carried. 

.1. .1. Dougan moved that the conven- 
tion desired to place itself on record as 
being opposed to the too freipjent change 
of text books proscribed by the educa- 
tional department and the subsequent 
exnense upon tlie parents of the chil- 
dren. 

The motion was seconded by Trustee 
Miss Cameron and carried. 

An adjournment was then taken till 
7:30 o'clock. 

Evening Social Session 

In order to make a break in the rou- 
tine work a social session had been ar- 
ranged for tlie evening meeting of the 
school trustees. The committee in 
el) urge hail taken great pains to pro- 
vide a suitable programme and their 
efforts were not without success.

Fifth— That It is possible, by con- 
certed action of some sort, to correct 
this condition and to accomplish there- 
by a vast amount of good for the en- 
tire continent of North America.

"We want to advertise these natural 
wonders so that the rich people of the 
East will become Interested and see 
the great West. It Is In a spirit of 
patriotism that wo want the people to 
come here and incidentally drop their 
tourist money with us.

It should bo the first duty of every 
citizen who has money to become ac- 
quainted .with the country in which he 
lives," he declared. 

A Common Duty 

Outside of the fact of the commercial 
and physical interest it was also the 
duty of everyone to help such n. pat- 
riotic movement, for by seeing- the 
country it made people all the more 
proud of their flag and nation.

Mr. Fisher Harris 
A speaker of brilliancy and force, 
whose remarks were punctuated with 
witty epigrams, was Fisher Harris, In- 
troduced as the "father" of the "See 
America First" movement. In com- 
mencing he disclaimed any credit 
for originating; the idea, and pointed 
out that for a considerable time past 
Herbert Cuthbert had been pursuing 
the same idea ui the work of the 
Tourist Association. He reviewed the 
"See America League" from Its first 
Inception and told how heartily the 
movement was being received through- 
out the continent. He quoted figures 
to show the Immense sunm the people 
of America yearly spent in Europe. 
He said that In 11)04 out of the single 
port „of New York $K>(i,000.0()0 was 
sent to Europe, and $40,000,000 alone 
was spent for knick-knacks, and this 
gigantic sum was permanently divert- 
ed from American trade and com- 
merce. He explained in a, most In- 
teresting manner Just what these huge 
sums means if It were possible to 
retain them over here; for instance, 
It would pay for a complete sea- level 
canal at Panama und even then leave 
a substantial balance hi the treasury. 
He outlined how the conference at Salt 
Lake City broadened the movement of 
one originally confined to a certain 
section of the Western States, to be- 
come continental in Its scope and the 
naming of a board of six executives, 
who ure to 'nominate a president in 
April. He showed . that ' tlie league 
was In business to advertise an idea. 
An idea that would, from' now on, be 
impressed on the whole people through 
the means of the pulpit, press and 
platform— that they should see Amer- 
ica first. 

In opposition to the movement he 
had been Informed, he said, that trav- 
eling to -western America was not 
convenient, that we did not have 
the hotel accommodation to cater to 
such a class that go to Europe. He 
pointed out that since the league start- 
ed, six large modern hotels had been 
projected in the west to meet the de- 
mand and that the railroads had al- 
ready agreed to make reductions in rates 
and accommodation to Influence travel 
to the west. He said that nt the Salt 
Luke conference there were present IS 
representatives of great railway systems 
mid 125 delegates but the greatest sur- 
prise came during the two days' session 
when over 200 telegrams were received 
from prominent newspapers, magazines, 
governors, railroad officials und public- 
ity men heartily endorsing the idea and 
offering assistance. "There hits been 
nothing like this movement since the | 
world began and for the next live years 
vou may expect to see the idea put so 
deeply into the hearts of the people of 
this continent that it will become per- 
manent," ho said in concluding his re- 
marks. 

Mr. Pratt of Tacoma 

L. VV. Pratt of Tacoma was the last 
speaker. Mr. I'ratl is secretary of the 
Tiieomu Chamber of Commerce and is 
u most forcible speaker and made a 
great hit. In opening he told the gath- 
ering thai he fell very much at home 
in Victoria ns it was similarly situated 
to his home city, lie said he belonged 
to n country that was hounded mi the 
north hy the Aurora Borenlls, on the 
cast by the Rising Sun, on the south 
by the' land of the Southern Cross und 
oil tho west by tho Crack of doom— tho 
.North American continent (laughter). It 
was for the beuelit of the whole contin- 
ent that the See America movement had 
been inaugurated. 

Mr. I'ratt congratulated the city on 
having an active wideawake organiza- 
tion in tin' Tourist Association. "It 
was a great thing to live in tlie best 
part of l lie world, for when people 
came lo settle hero tlicj induce otherH 
lo come after and look on the glories of 
I lie scenery and sea." lie counted on 
the Son America league being instru- 
mental as an agency in bringing to this 
country the best brain, the best thought 
and the best manhood. He wanted to 

see .Mr. Harris sent throughout 1ho 
country to arouse n spirit of patriotism 
that has never before been aroused that 
will unite Mexico, the United States 
and Canada in one magnificent cause to 
"See America,'' and knowing it, love it, as 
the best land the sun ever shone upon.

Aft- 
er Mr. Cuthbert added a personal word 
of appreciation the meeting ended. 



t'aris, Feb. 20. — A Bcml-offlclal note 
was issued today announcing France's 
intention to discontinue private negoti- 
ations a tid to carry the question of po- 
licing Morocco before the judgment of 
the world in open conference. 

Tlie note states that German's reply 
indicates that it is evidently the desire 
of Germany to have the conference fail, 
and it adds that the delegates will not 
separate before 15 days have elapsed 
and of discussing all the questions on 
the original proirrnmmo. The latter 
statement indicated that there is no 
present intention on the part of France 
to create a rupture by withdrawing from 
the conference. 

The bourse showed uneasiness owing 
to the Moroccan .situation, but was not 
panicky. 

Frenchmen Remain Tranquil 
Notwithstanding the renewed strain 
in the Franco-German relations grow- 
ing out: of the Moroccan question, public 
sentiment here remains entirely calm". 
The journals, including those of govern- 
ment interest, bitterly attack Germany's 
course in the Algeciras affair. They 
agree that France hits reached the limit 
of her concessions. Tliere_ is, how- 
ever, no recurrence of public excite- 
ment over possibilities of war. Even 
the sensational newspapers make no 
allusion to war. 

La Liherte alone says: "While France 
wants peace, she does not want the 
government to show weakness before the 
inflexible and rJniost humiliating preten- 
sions of Germany." 

The German View 
Berlin, Feb. 20. — The decision of the 
French government to discontinue ne- 
gotiations between the French and Ger- 
man delegates at Algeciras and to take 
the disputed questions before the confer- 
ence is beginning. The German gov- 
ernment stands resolutely by its position 
] not to yield- the policing of Morocco to 
France, although fresh proposals look- 
ing toward a settlement are likely to be 
made by a neutral power. 

The view taken, of the situation by 
the diplomats here is Hint it is doubt- 
ful whether France and Germany can 
be satistied to break up the conference 
without disposing of the main question 
in dispute. . 

Delegates Are Pessimistic 
Algeciras, Spain. Feb. 20.— The dele- 
gates to the Moroccan conference are 
most, pessimistic over the results of the 
negotiations. Germany's reply rejecting 
the French proposals for policing Moroc- 
co adds that Germany is ready to ex- 
amine any further proposition France 
may wish to make, but the 1' reneh seem 
not* to have any further propositions to 
present. The deadlock is upon tlie 
following specific points: Germany 8 
reply declared for - Hie internationalizu- 
t ion of -Morocco's police and the abso- 
lute euualitv of nil nations in Morocco. 
The French absolutely refuse these 
principles, considering them in negation 
of the special rights which France has 
acquired as the Algerian neighbor of 
Morocco, and of her predominant posi- 
tion in Nottiiwest Africa. The French 
view is that the German reply leaves 
little hope for the success of the con- 
ference. . 

Some of the principal delegates de- 
clare that, the failure of the conference 
is now inevitable. However, the dead- 
lock is confined to the private Franco- 
German exchanges and it remains open 
fur the conference lo consider the sub- 
ject although there are slight hope* of 
an accord now that efforts to reach pri- 
vate araugements have failed.

Public Schools Act 
The adjourned debate on the second 
reading of a bill entitled "An net to 
amend the 'public schools act,' " was 
resumed. 

Mr, ./. A. Mncdonald moved nn 
amendment, seconded by Mr. Evans: 

"That all the words of the resolution, 
After the lirst word "that," be struck 
out, and that the following words be 
substituted I lierefor: 

"In the opinion of this house the in- 
terests of education in the province 
would be better served by reverting to 
the school laws existing before the pas- 
sage of the "public schools net, 1905,' " 

Hon, II. McBride could not allow the 
second reading of the bill to puss with- 
out n word in defence of his honorable 
friend, the minister of education, who 
had been so violently attacked by the 
member Tor Delta. The opposition 
hud spent, most of their time in the 
country in trying to stir tip a feeling of 
hostility against the education ■ net of 
1003. How they had failed wan -well 
shown by the statistics submitted the 
other day by his colleague. Everyone 
knew the urgency of the. school question, 
and that unless it had been grappled 
with in a statesmanlike manner it would 
not ho Ions before nil the revenues of 
the province would bo required to meet 
the demands of public education. 

The principal criticism offered was 
that the bill would destroy education, 
close the schools and compel the govern- 
ment to repeal the act. None of these 
tilings had liappene(l, and today all that 
was necessary to amend tho act in cer- 
tain directions which they had been con- 
vinced would strengthen it. lie depre- 
cated the unpatriotic attitude of the op- 
position. The member for Delta posed 
us ji doer of that which was right and 
just and square, but thai conception did 
not tally with Ins attitude on this <iues- 
tlon. He hud been trying to work up 
a misleading campaign and he no long- 
er deserved the title which he hud per- 
haps, deserved in the past. He had 
on every hustings in Alberni and 
through the press propagated unpatri- 
otic ideas and tried to give the province 
a blacK eye. It was perfectly obvious 
that nil the honorable member for Del- 
ta was concerned about was to put the 
government out and to occupy the min- 
isterial benches. 

Apart altogether from financial con- 
siderations the principle of decentralizing 
the administration of eduentional affairs 
fully justified the measure of last ses- 
sion. The experience of other provin- 
ces in thin direction fully justified the 
course taken by the government on the 
measure ot lust session. Members on 
the opposite- side of the house were 
urgent in their demands for the enforce- 
ment of the principle of decentralization, 
in the matter of liquor licenses, police, 
etc.. hut when it comes to the most im- 
portant mutter of nil. public school edu- 
cation, we Dnd members of the opposi- 
tion vigorously opposing a measure of 
local control. 

Mr. Unify drew the premier's atten- 
tion to the fad thai in Ontario the 
country was entirely organized into mii- 
nicipniil ies. 

People Heartily in Favor 

The premier: The ground taken by 
the honorable member affords nol the 
.slightest justification for opposition to 
the n, insure. The (treat majority of 
the people of this province live In incor- 
'porntei\\ districts. Tho principle at 
stake w\s nol affected by the nrgmnent. 
If it b&Ariglit to give local control of 
liquor licenses, etc., ivhnl justification 
can there-lie for refusing local control of 



education. Since prorogation last year 
be hud traveled over a great portion of 
the province. Everywhere he visited 
lie Iin rl made enquiries about the work- 
ings of the new educational measure, 
and without exception he found the peo- 
ple heartily. in favor of tho new school 
net. On all sides he was told that the 
idea of a greater measure of local con- 
trol of schools appealed to the people 
At Ferguson, Uevelstoke, llinnighuut 
the Similkiimeen district, and at other 
points he was met with the same ex- 
pression of unqualified approval of the 
government's attempt to strengthen and 
improve the public school system of the 
province by entrusting to the people di- 
rect a larger measure of control and 
responsibility. 

The (Statistics quoted by the minister 
of education upon moving tho second 
reading of this bill proved that little or 
nn protest hnd been made against the 
measure of last session. Where pro- 
tests had been made it was found that 
thov originated from partisans, adher- 
ents of the Liberal party, more desirous 
of injuring the government than of aid- 
ing the cause of public school education. 
The honorable member for Delta was 
particularly active in this regard. lie 
did not know how many hundreds of 
circulars that honorable gentleman had 
caused. to be circulated attacking the 
school system of this province. 

Mr. Oliver: Does the premier mean 
to say that I sent out any circulars? 

Tho premier: Yes. 

Mr. Oliver: 1 give this statement the 
most emphatic denial. 

-• e premier: 1 nm glad to hear my 
honorable friend from Delta mnke this 
statement, as it shows that if he had 
been guilty of anything of the sort he 
would now be heartily nshrfnicd of his 
conduct.

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THE CONSERVATIVES WILL FIGHT 

At a well-attended meeting of Lib- 
eral-Conservatives last evening, it was 
decided to nominate a candidate in 
opposition to Hon. "William Teniple- 
man. The meeting was representa- 
tive and the decision arrived at was, 
on a standing vote, declared unani- 
mous. The result was received with 
the greatest of enthusiasm and in a 
spirit which meant fight. 

The question of opposing a cabinet 
minister was duly discussed, and, 
while those present recognized the fact 
that British Columbia was entitled to 
that right, it was also recognized that 
it was at best a very tardy recogni- 
tion, to which we were entitled ten 
years ago instead of at the present 
time; and that every other right for 
which the province had contended had 
been dealt with in a similar spirit by 
the Liberal government at Ottawa. 

The meeting was emphatic in de- 
claring that the election of air. Tem- 
pleman without opposition meant that 
the electorate of the city of Victoria 
endorsed the methods and rule of 
Laurierism. It was also emphatic in 
declaring that there had bi\-;i nothing 
in the services of Mr. Templeman to 
the city of Victoria or the province of 
British Columbia that merited the 
honor which he now sought to have 
confirmed. On the other hand, there 
was every reason to offer the strongest 
possible opposition. Win or lose, the 
Conservatives as a party are deter- 
mined to contest the election to the 
very last ditch, and we may look for- 
ward to an exhibition of old-time 
vigorous campaigning. The determin- 
ation is not to be bought by a port- 
folio.

TROUBLE IN QUEBEC. 

A rather perplexing sltuatie.ii has 
arisen in Quebec. Senator Choquctte, 
the same whose name was mentioned 
in connection with the lieutenant- 
governorship of British Columbia, lias 
retired from the aldermanlc contest In 
Quebec at the dictation of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. The Montreal Witness does 
not think that perhaps the Prime Min- 
ister Intended his telegraphic instruc- 
tions to be regarded as public business, 
but in its opinion they come perilously 
near interference in municipal affairs. 
There is a history to the affair, and in 
order that we may give it from a non- 
'partlzan point of view, we will accept 
the statement of the Witness,' an 
English-speaking Liberal organ of the 
party: 

"Following Senator Legrls, during 
the time that the two factions of the 
Quebec cabinet were lighting, Senator 
Choquette made charges against Mr. 
Parent, which were followed by Mr. 
Parent taking action In the courts 
against Senator Choquette. The case 
has been postponed from time to time, 
and attempts have been made to settle 
it out of court. Mr. Parent recently 
declared that every Influence had been 
tried, even at Ottawa, to have the case 
settled. Mr. Gouln, the prime min- 
ister of the province, also Interested 
himself In the settlement, with the re- 
sult that Senator Choquette signed a 
declaration, In which he said that he 
had only repeated the declaration of 
Senator Legrls, and that personally be 
could prove nothing, nor did he know 
personally anything of the truth of the 
accusations. This declaration seems to 
have been accepted by those acting for 
Mr. Parent, and a settlement or some 
arrangement was lo have been come to 
some time In December. However, 
Senator Choquette's organ, the 'Solell,' 
continued its attacks upon Mr. Parent, 
stating that he had no intention of 
apologizing to him, and when chal- 
lenged with having made a retraction, 
bade people wait till the settlement 
was published, when it would be seen 
that it was no retraction. In conse- 
quence of this, Mr. Parent refused to 
accept the declaration of Senator Cho- 
quette, and his counsel, Mr. Tas- 
chereau, has said that he would not 
accept an apology from Senator Cho- 
quette if the latter went down on his 
knees. Senator Choquette, however, 
has filed a supplementary plea in the 
suit, in which he asks that the declar- 
ation that he made shall still be ac- 
cepted in satisfaction." 

That is certainly a very curious 
situation, in which Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
assumes the relation of "in loco 
parentis" to the party in Quebec. Mr. 
Parent Is the particular pet of the 
federal leader, and when compelled to 
resign from the premiership of Quebec 
was promptly made chairman of the 
transcontinental railway commission at 
a salary of $1(1000 a year. Mr. Parent 
was also president of the Quebec 
Bridge Company, which was first sub- 
sidized by a bonus of $1,000,000 and 
then the bonds guaranteed to the tune 
of ?G, 866,000, notwithstanding that the 
chief engineer of the province of Que- 
bec reported that it would cost 
$3,619,000. Senator Choquette pro- 
posed to enter the aldermanlc arena 
in the city of Quebec, of which Mr. 
Parent had been a sort of perpetual 
mayor, in order to dig up unsavory 
things in the hitter's record. This is 
where Sir Wilfrid stepped in to save 
the reputation of his friend Mr. Parent 
and ordered Choquette to retire. 

This, however, has not restored har- 
mony in the ranks. On the evening 
of the 12th nearly a thousand men 
paraded from St. Savour to Upper 
Town, singing on the way "Pas Tas- 
chereau, pas Taschercau, cest Cho- 
quette pue nous faut" (not Taschercau, 
not Taschereau; It is Choquette we 
want), and calling at Choquette's resi- 
dence, requested him to run in the 
coming municipal elections. The sen- 
ator explained the situation, and stated 
that he had decided to retire at the 
request of Sir Wilfrid in order to save 
a split in the party. He was fre- 
quently interrupted by cries of "Poll- 
tics has nothing lo do with the matter" 
and "Don't mind Sir Wilfrid." 

The feature of the situation is this— 
that when serious charges were being 
hurled against Mr. Parent by his poli- 
tical friends, Sir Wilfrid arranged 
practically for a justification of Mr. 
Parent, which involved no Investiga- 
tion. It has only partially succeeded. 
Again, when Senator Choquette deter- 
mined to go into municipal politics in 
order to investigate Mr. Parent's muni- 
cipal record, Sir Wilfrid wards off the 
danger by assuming the role of dictator 
in the interests of the party. The ex- 
premier of Quebec Is lucky to have 
such a friend in authority as Sir 
Wilfrid.

The city has 
only $7,500 a year to spend upon it, 
and of this $4,100 Is required for sal- 
aries and $2,500 for maintenance, leav- 
ing $900 for the provision of up-to-date 
literature. The Ottawa newspapers are 
somewhat concerned Civer the situa- 
tion, and rightly so. There Is nothing 
much more ghastly than a bookless 
library."

Mr. Eddy, whose 
name is a household word in Canada, 
was a distinguished graduate of the 
university of adversity.

The total shipments of Nova Scotia 
apples to Great Britain last year —

It is extremely dangerous to refer to 
the "aids to navigation" on the Atlan- 
tic Coast. AH comparisons of the 
kind are odious. We cannot help, 
however, calling attention to the num- 
ber of wireless depots on the east 
coast, and enquire how many we have 
on this coast. Commander Spain has 
completed his report on the operation 
of the government wireless stations on 
the coasts of the eastern provinces. 
There are thirteen stations in all — ten 
of high power and three of low power. 
The initial cost of each high-power 
station Is $S,500, and of each low- 
power station $5,000. The annual cost 
of maintenance Is about $1,800 in each 
case. Several government vessels are 
also equipped with Marconi apparatus, 
the cost being $1,550 for each ship. 

A reporter on the Chicago Inter- 
Ocean was paid a sum of money, 
amount unknown, by an attorney for 
tiie beef packers, to report the case 
one-sidedly for his paper. He was 
also given a hundred dollar to give to 
the reporter of another paper, named 
Ehvell, for a himilar purpose. The 
latter refused It, and through his re- 
porting the circumstance the facts be- 
came known. It was Impossible, of 
course, to find any law to cover the 
case, but the President, to whom the 
matter was made known, made public 
the documents in the case, tofether 
with a letter in which he does not 
hesitate to express his opinion of the 
action of the beef packers' attorney in 
endeavoring to prejudice the public 
mind by false reports, etc. The re- 
porter of the Inter-Ocean was promptly 
"fired" from his place. Newspapers 
are pointing to the case as not only 
interesting, but very rare. We hear a 
great deal about men in prominent 
places being sent to jail for breaches 
of trust and other crimes, but, as the 
Argonaut remarks, it is not often that 
a reporter is discovered using his posi- 
tion for the • purpose of extorting 
blackmail. Wo have, of course, the 
Instance of Col. Mann, In New York, 
using Town Topics as the means of 
bleeding his wealthy victims, in the 
same way as the Sporting Times and 
the Police Gazette exist to pander to 
the prurient Instincts of their readers. 
They do not come within the class of 
legitimate journals.

Is the Opinion of R. L, Borden 
Leader of the Liberal 
Conservatives. 



The other evening Mr. U. I<. Borden; 
lender of the Dominion opposition, ipoke 
before the Liberal-Conservative Club at 
Ottawa. A report in fjiven by the Ot- 
tawa Citizen as follows: 

Proceeding, Mr. Borden said it was 
absolutely essential to the success of 
democratic institutions that the public 
should be vigilant in all public affairs. 
.Representative government didn't mean 
the placing of authority in the hands 
of a ' few and leaving it there. What 
was the difference between that and 
practical despotism? The tendency of 
the past twenty-flve years had been for 
too much power to be placed in the 
hands of a cabinet. When the nation- 
al transcontinental railway project was 
up the real debate was in the cabinet 
and party caucus. The discussion in 
the house had little effect, as to the fate 
of the mensure. What, did tins abdica- 
tion of public functions mean'.' It meant 
that great responsibility was cast up- 
on two quarters. The first of these 
wne the press, which by its editorials 
moulded opinion, and in the news col- 
umns exposed what was going on. A 
still greater responsibility -was cast 
upon the people, 

Active Public Opinion. 

"Public opinion.'* .Mr. Borden assert- 
ed, "must be aroused. We sometimes 
read liberal admonitions agaiust evil 
practices in election. These voices 
speak of the record of the liberal party 
since 1800 as immaculately pure. The 
past is regarded as satisfactory, but 
learnings are issued lest in the future 
liberal leaders should be tempted to 
stray from the right path. Upon 
nny weak brother who may have switch- 
ed or plugged fifty or a hundred 
ballots the strong reproof is some- 
times bestowed that this was unnec- 
essary and therefore improper because 
the election could have been won with- 
out «uch methods. There seems an ob- 
vious suggestion as to what would have 
been anproved if the corrupt methods 
bad been really necessary to save the 
day for the party of parity. In the 
same spirit a libera] worker as to 
whose iniquity evidence of responsible 
men was given in open court and whose 
misconduct had been rewarded with 
llicll oflice by his grateful friends and 
lenders was reproached by them in 
parliament solely because he had not 
been sufficiently discreet to eouccal his 
misdeeds. 

The Liberal Record, 

"What lins been the record of the 
liberal party since 1800 in the con- 
duct of elections V Let West Elgin an- 
swer, where the confession, was made 
tiv the liberal candidate and witness- 
ed by his counsel, the present postmast- 
er-general, that fraud and crime of the 
grossest character had been committed 
to defeat the will of the people. The 
records of parliament contain the story 
of Brockville and West Huron. In each 
of these ridings tne seat was stolen 
from the conservative candidate at n 
bye-election. There was no doubt on 
the subject. The forged ballots were 
produced from the custody of the offi- 
cers of the crown and the forgery was 
visible to the naked eye. Electors were 
produced whose evidence substantiated 
the charge that at a single poll 1-t 
ballots were stolen from the conserva- 
tive candidate and given to his oppon- 
ent. The investigation in parliament 
was burked by the government major- 
ity. Afterwards one of the criminals 
came forward and confessed his crime. 
He stated on oiith that be had been em- 
ployed to train deputy-returning offi- 
cers to accomplish the nefarious work, 
and that ho himself had taken part in 
it. He iu effect challenged the govern- 
ment to prosecute him. The govern- 
ment uns never dared to prosecute him 
or nny of the other criminals implicated 
but . it did dare to prevent any fur- 
ther investigation of the crimes which 
were thus disclosed. 

Released the Convict. 

"What of the St. James division in! 
.Montreal, where Mr. Bergeron was el-' 
ectcd bv some hundreds of a majority. ' 
but his liberal opponent was returned 
through similar means? Thai liberal 
candidate was unseated and disquali- 
fied. At his own expense .Mr. Berger- 
on prosecuted some of tin' criminals, 
due received a remarkably short sen- 
tence—six months— ami was liberated 



by the government before half of the 
period had expired! is. there uuy ro- 
iiiembiiin'ce of the StVult h'te. .Marie 
election ami the victorious cruise of 
tlu> .Minnie MV Have. we forgotten the 
foafjlpulhifoii of the Manitoba electoral 
lists a little over - it jeur ago, when 
conservative names' by the doxen j were 
btrut'K from the lists which had been 
submitted to the general liberal or- 
ganizer of the province by liberal 
returning officers in order that they 
might be tn lies revised? In East Elgin, 
according to the liberal confession, at 
least three election crooks had been 
brought into the ridin- under assumed 
names to act as deqiity-rcturuing offi- 
cers. 

Those Ballot Boxes. 

"'And so in West Hastings an expert 
was brought from Chicago for that 
purpose at the election of 100A, Bin, 
hoiucht'd by the confident belief that 
no ' crime of this character would re- 
ceive punishment under liberal rule, a 
step in advance was taken and fraud- 
ulent ballot boxes produced In parlia- 
ment and described by Mr. Porter <lur- 
iivr the hist session were evolved. This 
ingenious mechanism, designed to win 
, glorious liberal victories was u new 
feature. To what extent they may 
have been used we do not know. In 
West Hastings the attempt was de- 
feated but the evidence was secured. 
The operation of this box was simple 
but effective. The box contained secret 
receptacles operated by an unobtrusive 
handle. One of these receptacles would 
be loaded with liberal ballots, The 
ballot box would he examined and 
foTititl' apparently empty. After the box 
was locked a turn of the handle emp- 
tied this secret receptacle ami deposit- 
ed the fraudulent ballots in the box. 
The same handle by a slightly different 
momement served to divert conserva- 
tive ballots to the same number into 
another secret recepetacle. The expert 
deputy trained for the purpose, had on- 
ly to recognize conservative voters and 
to manipulate the. handle at,tlie proper 
time. 

In Saskatchewan. 

"lint even this .progressive (lev Ice has 
been superseded by recent, achievements 
in the west. in a vast country, 
sparsely settled a more effective selipuio 
lias been worked with great advantage 
to the friends of the' administration. 
The returning officer starts from head- 
quarters for' the uistaht north, The 
journey is long and wearisome. It 
seems a pitj to incur uunecessaryvtoi! 
ami fatigue. A convenient stopping 
place is selected, the ballot box is op- 
enedi 1(10 or .150 ballots are marked for 
the liberal., candidate, placed , in the 
box and the deputy" returns triumph- 
antly to headquarters with. Jl&ft'SvOf a 
tremendous sweep in Jlie north for the 
cause of good government. Thus tho 
back townships proved themselves ant 
unworthy of the confidence which had 
been expressed by liberal loaders. It 
may be supposed that this device was 
ndonted for the first time at the recent 
elections! There is good reason to be- 
lieve that it was practiced at the first 
election in the Yukon territory. Polls 
were opened near the American bound- 
ary. Fifteen or twenty men brought 
across - the border rotcd ut intervals 
during the day and each deposited six 
or eight ballots for the liberal can- 
didate. By this method, charming In 
its simplicity, a splendid endorsement 
was secured for the governments pol- 
icy in the Yukon. The rank and tile 
of the liberal party must bp. ttiitl 1 
know they are, ashamed of this his- 
tory and of these methods. Otherwise 
there would be small hope for the fut- 
ure. Public opinion is necessary." 

The conservative party, Mr. Borden 
continued, would, have no reason to be 
ashamed of defeat providing it had a 
reasonable policy and had used clean 
methods: but it did have cause for 
shame and humiliation if through indol- 
ence or laziness or Indifference tho en- 
emv were allowed to steal victory or if 
when practising unclean methods the 
party had been defeated at its own 
game. Money must be spent, hut in 
legitimate organization. When the 
elections came to he run, however, let 
them be clean. Mr. Borden put tho au- 
dience in good humor with some remin- 
iscences of humorous episodes in parlia- 
ment and in conclusion urged the club 
to interest the young men in their duty 
to tlx' state. Public life at times was 
wearisome, hut after all there wen' 
compensations and to the rightly con- 
stituted man there must come satis- 
faction for lighting for its principles 
he believed..

Independent Expert Confirms 
Feasibility of Cascade Com- 
pany Proposals. 



Supt. Kennedy Shows Shortage 
of Water Occurred Once In 
Eight Years, 



The private - fulls committee met in 
the maple room tit L0&0 yesterday morn- 
ing with Dr. VimiiL- in the chair, Tho 
other members of the committee pres- 
ent were Messrs. Garden, I'aterson, 
Bowser, .Murphy. Shut ford, Drury and 
Grant. 

Mr. .Mann applied to the committee 
for an extension of time for introducing 
bills in order to allow of submitting one 
Cor a charter for North Vancouver. This 
city is already Incorporated and now 
seeks a private charter. 

Air. .Milne, an independent electrical 
and hydraulic engineer from Vancou- 
ver, attended by request of the. commit- 
tee to explain his views nri to the prac- 
ticability of a dual transmission ser- 
vice hi the Boundary, in '.which both the 
West Kcmtenay and Cascade power 
companies should take part. Witness 
said that from an engineering point of 
view the scheme was feasible. It would 
cos) to connect for the pole; line and 
transformers about $!20,000, To make 
it a fair business proposition all that 
would be necessary would he for the 
Cascade Company to undertake to pay 
I'm- a certain in illinium whether they 
used it or not, in order to guarantee the 
West Ivootenay Company against abso- 
lute loss in providing and keeping "on 
tap" power not used. The minimum 
to make it n business proposition 
would be 1420 b. p. This, if paid for 
nt the quoted rate of £,''„'! per h. p., would 
yield the West Kootenay Company o 
per cent on their total investment' for 
the Boundary district. This way fig- 
ured on a 7000 If. p. basis and a capi- 
tal expenditure of $350,000. The 
prices were figured in British Columbia 
charges. The proposition was probab- 
ly the best way out of the difficulty un- 
der the assumption that the Cascade 
Conmnny had a prior right to the terri- 
tory, and the West Kootenay Com- 
pany, having no statutory right to enter, 
wished to do so. As long as the West. 
Kootenay Company get a fair price it 
was immaterial to them what the Cas- 
cade Company did with it or wlio bought 
it. No doubt a big company could put 
the smaller one out of business in this 
torritorv if. they were allowed to go in 
and compete. 

Mr. Kennedy, superintendent of the 
Cascade Company, had been there 
eight years and testified that only once 
in that period bad the water booh short. 
There had always been siitliciciit wa- 
ter to generate 3,000 If. p. They wen; 
working under a 350-foot bead at 8Q 
per cent ellicleney, that figured 4 cubic 
feet per b. p. Thoy used horizontal 
turbines, which ran at 53 lbs. pressure. 
This represented a nominal capacity of 
7,000 h. p.. but ho claimed that they bad 
3,000 h. p. every day, with the single ex- 
ception mentioned in January and Feb- 
ruary, 1005. They had contemplated a 
supplementary steam plant to tide theni 
over shortage periods, t(Ut it would very 
rarely be required. 

This closed the evidence and the 
eh airman called upon Mr. Bodwcll to 
speak on the legal aspects of the ques- 
tion. First, as to territory, there 
was no dispute as to the main fact 
that by their ros'neetive -charters each 
company was confined to its own terri- 
tiry and could not enter that. of .the 
other company without:. the sanction of 
tlie legislature* If this were done at 
nil it could only he dune on terms.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

February 20, 1906. 
(Inf the Pull Court.) 

The Jenckes Machine Co. vs. the B. C. 
Exploring Syndicate. ■ A special sitting 
of the court was held to dispose of this 
appeal, which involved a point of prac- 
tice and nlso the construction of the 
provisions of the Supreme court act con- 
ferring jurisdiction as local judges on 
judges 'of the county court. 

The action is in respect of the pur- 
chase and sale of certain machinery and 
in the usual process of the suit an ex- 
amination for discovery was ordered and 
held. Subsequently the defendants ap- 
plied to amend their counter claim and 
an order was then made for further dis- 
covery, but this order was of an omni- 
bus character instead of being limited to 
matters arising on the amendment. 

Included in this was a direction that 
Joseph Argall, manager of the defend- 
ant company, attend at his own expense 
at Itossland for examination under the 
order mentioned. Argall, nol being a 
party to the suit, did not apply for an 
amendment of the order, under rule 259, 
so fur as his examination was con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Mcl'hillips. K. ('.. for the appel- 
lant, raised the question of jurisdiction 
on the judge. Form, Co. .1.. to make the 
order, Areall being resident in the 
county of Yale, and the judge's author- 
ity to act being confined to the county 
of Kootenay. " The court, however, 
took a strongly opposite view and held 
that a local judire of the supreme court 
lias nil the powers, within his jurisdic- 
tion, of a supreme court judge, and that, 
when lie makes an order such order ap- 
plies in all parts of the province eiinal- 
!v with anv'othor order in a supreme 
court cause or mutter. The action be- 
ing domiciled in Nelson or Itossland. the 
order nffecting a person in Kamloops is 
perfectly valid. It would be another 
question if the local judge undertook to 
make in Kootenay an order affecting an 
action domiciled in Yale. 

The appeal was dismissed with costs, 
both as against Argall and the appellant 
company, but without prejudice to Ar- 
gall's rHit to go before the local judge 
to get the order in (jucsti'iii amended, 

(Before the Chief Justiee.i 
II. O. Kino vs. Lenorn Mt. Sicker 
Conner Alining Co. et ill. This is an 
application by the defendants. Bryden 
& Tupper. for an order extending the 
time "mentioned in an order made by 
Duff. .T., wherebv the defendants nam- 
ed undertook to consent to an order al- 
lowing the plaintiffs t" register a to 
pendens in the action in so fur as the 
same shall affect any title to real estate 
in the event of the said defendants not 
effecting a sale of the mortgage securi- 
ties mentioned in said order.

.Mail and Empire. 

Of late years Denmark'* pari in hn- 
ropcan politics lias been a small one, 
and played by the late King's daughters 
and descendants rather than by the 
Danish government, although the nation 
is oil important one in it political sense. 
When one remembers that the key of i 
the Bailie is held in Copenhagen one 
can readily appreciate the significance 
of the little kingdom. Among the north- 
ern powers it occupies the same strate- 
gical position that Turkey holds in 
the south of Europe by commanding 
the Dardanelles. The Danes are quite 
conscious of the value of the cards 
that nature has placed in their hands, 
and have for many years stinted them- 
selves to fortify flieir chief city. Nel- 
son, and later Bismarck, humiliated 
them, and after the second invasion 
thev resolved that they would make 
Copenhagen inirh'etrnnule. King Chris- 
tian's enthsiasiu was directed to the 
same end. and it is 'not' to dip- 'wondered 
if the Danes have, as a result, a second 
Gibraltar. 

The King's Position. 
While the man in the street has never 
been reminded of Copenhagen's strength 
us n fortress, the foreign Min- 
isters of Europe have not lost sight 
of it. and now in diplomatic circles 
there is likely some discussion as to 
witether the new king will show a keen 
sense of his commanding position. 
Will he he content lo live the life of 
n country squire, like his father, or 
will be desire to draw some dividends 
from the millions sunk in the defences 
Of Copenhagen"/ In short, will lie he 
ambitious to play n "font part in the 
affairs of the world, like Ins brother- 
in-law the King of Knghind, or his 
friend, the Emperor of Germany.' At 
present there is no indication of such 
ambition, and Denmark is at pear'' 
with all the powers. There is a little 
friction with Sweden, it is true, but 
that is rather of a personal nature with 
living Oscar, who was greatly offended 
With King Frederick's sou for becom- 
ing Haakon of Norway. Hut Queen 
Louise is of Swedish birth, and if. she 
is to prove n factor, it is not likely 
that Swedish irritation with Haakon 
VII. will long survive.

Thin hostility has not 
been transmitted and Frederick, as 
Crown Prince, was a Creqent visitor 
in Paris, and has always been popular 
there. His conduct was always ex- 
tremely proper and decorous, and it is 
said that the French people considered 
him an illustrious exception to the rule 
that foreign princes go to Paris to 
dissipate. With Baron Alphonse 
ltothschild. Frederick was very intim- 
ate, and in Paris the two were, usually 
together. His consort was well liked 
in Paris, despite the tact that she was 
very grenadier for a woman, standing 
a short head over her 'husband, who is 
almost a six-footer. Triith compels us 
to add that unless her photos libel her 
Queen Louise's physical beauty is in 
the inverse ratio to her size. 

Family Ties and Friendships.

The British ship Holt Hill, Captain 
Parker, arrived in the Royal Roads 
yesterday morning, G2 days from 
Callao, The Holt Hill reports having 
encountered a wooden three-masted 
bark whc\i off the straits, with a 
green-painted windmill aft, and had a 
narrow cseapo on Saturday night from 
being in collision with the unknown 
vessel, which is believed from the de- 
scription given to have been the bark 
Coloma, which was jn collision with 
the ship Clssle on Friday night. After 
colliding with the ship Clssle the Col- 
oma put to sea, and on Saturday night 
a bark, believed to have been her, was 
seen bearing down on the Holt Hill, 
Which was enabled to steer clear of 
tho unknown craft In the mick of time 
to avert collision. Tho Coloma ar- 
rived at Port Townsend on .Monday 
night and reported having been In col- 
lision, but without having suffered any 
serious Injury. it Is not thought the 
damage sustained will cause tho bark 
inconvenience. The damages to the 
ship Clssle are probably greater. A 
.survey of the Clssle will be made by 
Lloyd's representatives to ascertain 
what repairs are necessary, and ten- 
ders will then be called for on tho part 
of the underwriters. Captain Parker, 
Who Is In command of the Holt Hill, 
was master of the British ship Dov- 
enby, which brought a cargo of steel 
rails for the C. P. R. to EsQUlmalt, 
one of tlie first cargoes of material 
brought tor the great transcontinental 
system, which it was then understood 
was to inako its terminus, In keeping 
with the terms of the British North 
America Act, at Esquimau. The 
Dovenby was within a mile of the 
steamer Pacific at the time of her 
fatal collision with the ship Orpheus. 
When tlie Orpheus' master arrived iti 
Victoria, after losing his own vcTSsel In 
Barkley Sound subsequent to the col- 
lision, Captain Parker had an inter- 
view witli him, atnd from his log book 
he ascertained that lie was not more 
than a mile distant from the two ves- 
sels at the time of the collision, and 
believes he could have saved many of 
those on the Pacific had rockets or 
other distress signals been shown. 
The Holt Hill, which is here for or- 
ders, brought two passengers from 
Callao, Mr. and Mrs. McKay.
